I notice in the 
Bulletin which reports the speech of 
the provincial treasurer that. the pro- 
vince entered the new year with a 
balance of $1,135,187. That. locks 
very good and sounds very well. It 
is part of the beautiful story that the 
figures of the provincial 
were intended to tell. Outside of the 
fact that those figures are incorrect 
and were used in a wholly irrespon- 
sible way, I say it, is giving a story 
to the people which is absolutely un- 
true. It simply means that out of 
borrowings of millions during the 
year there remained unspent a 
lion of borrowed money. It means 
that the treasurer of this prevince is 
adopting a system of bad financing 
for the province. It means that this 
one million in the bank is doing no 
good to the province or to the peo- 
ple of the province, but only to the 
bank. It means that the people of 
the provinee are paying interest on 
money that should not have been 
borrowed, a million more than they 
could use. The difference of one per 
cent. in the interest rate paid by the 
bank on that, surplus and the rate 
which the provinee has to pay its 
bondholders for the use of the money 
amounts to $11,351.77, whieh means 
that we have lost in cold cash  dur- 
ing 1914, $11,351.77, because of the 
fact that the provincial treasurer 
and his poor financing borrowed one 
millien dollars more last year than 
was necessary. 

DISGRACE TO GOVERNMENT. 

“Tnstead of being a credit. to the 
government it is a disgrace. The 
government has from year to year 
been fooling the peoyle with wholly 
fietitious surpluses made up of over- 
borrowing.’’

WILD LANDS TAX. 

The wild lands tax was briefly dis- 
cussed and Mr. Michener suggested 
to the government that exemptions 
from. this tax be allowed those peo- 
ple who break taventy-five per cent. 
of their land this year. 

Mr. Michener read an excerpt from 
a letter received from an Albertan 
now in California with regard to the 
forms of taxation indulged in here. 
It was: ‘No one knows better than 


'T do the injustice to Alberta, infliet- 
‘ed by those unjust tax laws; namely 


unearned increment and wild land 
taxes. I hear it from all sides down 
here and it is going to hurt. Inves- 
tors who are worth while to any 
country always look into tax ques- 
tions before investing.’ In reply to 
a question Mr. Michener stated that 
the writer was not a speculator, put 
an active contributor to actual  in- 
dustrial development. 

Discussing the railway policy of 
the government the Conservative 
leader pointed out that, from over 
$40,000,000 of guaranteed bonds ex- 
ecuted the provinee had as yet only 
1,291 miles of completed railway, as. 
against 2,806 miles constructed with- 
out government aid by other com 
panies. He wished to voice again the 
Conservative party’s attitude toward 
railway construction. ‘ie believe 
the best method of securing the rail 
roads is for the government. to build 
them itself and operate them, or to 
hand them over to a transcontinen- 
tal system for operation. 

UNHAPPY POSITION 

“The history of the Alberta  gov- 
ernment’s railway policy was an un- 
happy one from the outset, commenc- 
ing with the entanglement over the 
Alberta & Great Waterways railway, 
which is not yet ended. Another 
company had taken over the con- 
struction of the line. The premier 
said that he was not particularly in- 
terested in that; but the people of 
this province are particular as to 
whether or not that line is being 
constructed in the interests of the 
people.” Mr. Michener added: 
“Recently I have had a conversation 
with a railroad engineer employed 
by the A. & G.» W. This man _ has 
gone over the line actually construct- 
ed to Lac La Biche, 100 miles, and 
he tells me, in his opinion, the qual- 
ity of the road now built is inferior 
to what Mr. Clarke intended to 
build. From his experience as a 
railroad engineer, the line as_ con- 
structed at. present would not cost 
over $11,000 per mile. With 100 
miles built at a cost of $11,000 per 
mile, where the guarantee for that 
line is $20,000 per mile, it is quite 
evident that there is a handsome 
profit for the man building the line 
and tke settlers on that line will 
have to pay freight rates on the 
padded value of the road and latter 
it will have to be handed over to a 
transcontinental railroad and vastly 
| improved before it can render real 
service to the settlers. 
| “Why should this provinee deal 
with railroad promoters who are not 
railroad operators, whose iutention 
is to make themselvas milionaires 
out of the credit of tke province of 
Alberta?”’~ 

Before concluding this reference to 
| railways, Mr. Michener referred to the 
correspondence ketween the premier 
and the C.N.R. relating to uncon- 
structed guaranteed lines. The lat- 
ter showed that the premier lelt it 
to the company to take the initiative 
and that in his letters there was 
evidently only a desire to square him- 
self with the people who were tired 
of unfulfilled promises. The letters 
were also written in August, 1914, 
at the close of the construction sea- 
son.

PANADIANS WITH SONG AND 
CHEER RACE FORWARD 


Ground Cleared by Six Hours 
of Shelling by Heavy Ar- 
tillery. 


London, Mareh 15.—The following 
authentic particulars of last week's 
heavy fighting by the Canadians are 
supplied today by an officer return- 
ed from the front. The Canadian 
infantry, consisting of three bat- 
talions, two from Ontaric and one 
from Winnipeg and district, first ad- 
vanced towards the German — front. 
last Tuesday. Previously, the Cana- 
dian artillery had poured in a tre- 
mendous fire which had gone on for 
akout six hours. It was evident 
that the enemy was thrown into a 
state of partial demoralization. 

The Canadian infantry then got 
word to advance, The splendid shoot- 
ing of the artillery had cleared the 
ground a good deal of the German 
defences. The Canadians raced for- 


ward cheering and singing and hurl- 
ed themselves into the first line of 
trenches. Here they met little re 
sistance. There were, in fact, few 
men there to give any resistance, 
most of them having been laid out 
by British guns in various parts of 
the front. However, some groups of 
Gernvans continued to hold out, but 
a fierce onslaught by the British 
would allow no resistance, especially 
with the men whe had been so 
shaken by the previous voleanic — at- 
tack of the artillery. 
SUCCESS 1S COMPLETE. 

The Canadians paused to make 
good ground gained and allow rein- 
foreements to come up. Later in 
the day, the same tactics again were 
adopted with complete success, not, 
however, without serious loss, — of 
which Canada, at the time of cabl- 
ing, knows more than does the Cana- 
dian Associated Press correspondent 
here. By nightfall, the Canadians 
were in possession of the whole of 
the enemy’s trenches immediately in 
front of their previous trenches. 

The weather Jast now is cold, with 
snow and frost, but much to, be pre- 
ferred to the rain and mad. 

“T don't know how long this war 
will last,’’ says this officer, ‘but it 
is a delightful change from ordinary 
life. There are not many Canadians 
at the front who think otherwise.”

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter sectior of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sagk- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lamds 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-sectiion along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a _ pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of threes 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erecta 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.
